he German Reich and The Kingdom of Denmark, being desirous of 
promoting thc. develovacnt of the procedure for the pacific settlement of 
interne tiorl Cisputcs, have agreed to conclude a General Treaty of 
arbitration and conciliation. 


For this purpose they have a pointed as their Plenipotentiarics: 
The President of the German Reich:

Who, having communicated their full powers, found in good and due form, 
have agreed on the followin: provisions: 


The Contracting Parties undertake to submit to the procedure of 
arbitration or conciliation, in conformity with the present Treaty, all 
disputes of any nature whatsoever which may arise between Germany and 
Denmark and which it has not been possible to settle within a reasonable 
period by diplomacy or to bring , With the consent of both Parties, beforg 
the Permanent Court of International Justice, 


Disputes for the solution of which a special procedure has been lrid 
dovm in other conventions in force between the Contracting Parties shall 
be settled in accordance with the provisions of such conventions, 


Article Zo 
The disputes which, at the r2quest of cither of tho Partios » Shall be 
submitted to arbitration procedure are those arising between the two 
Perties with regard to points of law, and particularly with regard to the 
following subjects: 


Firstly, the existence, interpretation and application of any

In regard to questions which, under the national lows of tho Party 
against vhich a demand has been formulated, foll within the compe tence 
of the judici-l suthoritics, including tho sdninistrativo tribunals, 
such Party may require that the dispute shall not be submitted to 
arbitration until judgment with final effcct has been pronounced by 
these authorities, ond, further, that the matter shall be brought before 
the arbitration tribunal not later thon six months after the date of

Perty shall deposit in advance to cover expenses, the rules to be 
observed in regard to the form and tine-linits of the proceedings, and 
any other details that may be necessary. 


any disputes regarding the terns of the special agreement shall, 
subject to the provisions of ärticle 7, be settled by the arbitration 
tribunal, 





Article 7. 


If the special agreement has not been dram up by the Parties 
within a period of six months after one Party has notificd the other of 
its intention to refer the dispute to arbitration, either Party may 
request the Permanent Board of Conciliation, provided for under article 
15, to draw up the agreement. The Permanent Board of Conciliation 
shall, within tuo months after the question has been submitted to it, 
establish the special agreement, the subject of the dispute being 
determined on the basis of the statements furnished by the Parties, 


The same procedure shall be followed when cither of the Parties 
fails to nominate the arbitrators for whose appointment it is responsible, 
or when the Parties cannot agree upon the appointment of the President. 


Pending the constitution of the arbitration tribunal, the 
Permanent Board of Conciliation shall also be competent to adjudicate 
upon any other dispute relating to the special agreement.

The decisions of the arbitration tribunal shall be taken by a 
majority vote. The opinion of any member of a minority of the tribunal 
who dissents from the award shall, at his request be duly placed on 
recorde 


Article Je 


The arbitration award shall specify tho manner in which it is to 
be carried out and, in particular, indicate the time-limits to be 
obscrved, 


If it is established in an arbitration award that a decision or 
measure of a court of law or other authority of one of the Partics is 
Wholly or partly at variance with international law, ana if the 
constitutional law of that Party docs not permit, or only partially 
permits, of the consequences of the decision or measure in question 
being annulled by administrative means, the arbitration award shall 
allow the injured Party equitable satisfaction of another kind.

Subject to any provision to the contrary in the special agrecment, 
either Party may submit to the Tribunal which zave the award a request 
for the revision of the aware, This request may only be justificd by 
the discovery of a fact which would have been likely to exercise a

in the matter, The Party making use of this right shall immediately

The Permanent Board of Conciliation shall enter upon its duties 
as soon as a dispute is referred to it by either of the Parties.

The Partics undertake to facilitate, in all circumstances and in 
every respect, the work of the Permancnt Board of Conciliation, and in 
particular, to afford it 211 possible legal assistance through their 
compe tent authoritics.

The Treaty shall be valid for à period of ten years, Unless 
denounced six months before this period expires, it shell remain in 
force for a further five years, and shall be similarly renewed, so long 
as it has not been denounced within the prescribed period, 


If a dispute which has been referred to the arbitration or 
conciliation has not been scttled when the present Treaty expires, the 
case shell be proceeded with according to the stipulation of the 
present Treaty, or of any other agreement which the Contracting Parties 
may decide to substitute therefor,

GERMAN ASSURANCE TO DLENMAEX. SORWAY , 


BELGIUM AND THE NETIONLANOS, APRIL 25th, 1959. 

"I have given binding leolarations to a large number of States. 
None of these States can complain that even a trace of a demand contrary 
thereto has ever been made to then by Germany, None of the Scandinavian 
statesmen, for example, can contend that a request has ever been put to 
them by the German Government or by German public opinion which was 
incompatible with the sovereignty and integrity of their State," 

"Il was pleased that a number of European States availed themselves 
of these declarations by the German Government to express and emphasize 
their desire too for absolute neutrality. This applies to Holland, 
Belgium, Switzerland, Denmark, etc, I have already mentioned France, 
l need not mention Italy, with whom we are united in the deepest and 
closest friendship, Hungary and Yugoslavia, with whom we as neighbours 
have the fortune to be on vory friendly terms. On the other hand T 
have left no doubt from the first moment of my political activity that 
therc existed other circumstances which represent such a mean and gross 
outrage of the right of selfedeternination of our people that we can 
never accept or endorse them. I have never written a Single line or 
made à single speech displaying a different attitude towards the above- 
mentioned States. On the other hand with reference to the other cases 
I have never witten a e ingle line or mado a single speech in vhich I 


have. expressed any attitude contrary to my actions."

ATDEMEMOIRE 

The German Reich Government is determined, in view of the friendly 
relations which exist between Norway and Germany, under no circumstances 
to pre judice the inviolability and integrity of Norway and to respect 
the territory of the Norwegian State, In making this declaration the 
Reich 9, naturally expects, on its side, that Norway will 
observe an unimpeachable neutrality towards the Reich and will not 
tolerate any breaches of Norwegian neutrality by any third party which 
might occur, Should the attitude of the Royal Norwegian Government 
differ from this so that any such breach of neutrality by a third 
party recurs, the Reich Government would then obviously be compelled 
to safeguard the interests of the Reich in such a way as the 


resulting situation might dictate.

In the carly hours of the 9th April 1940, 7 cruisers, 14 destroyers 
and several torpedoboats and other small craft carrying advanced elements 
of 6 divisions totalling about 10,000 men forced an entry and landed troops 
in the outer Osiofjord, Kristiansand, Stavanger, Bergen, Trondheim and 
Narvik. A smaller number of troops were also landed at Arendal and 
Egersund on the southern coast. In addition airborne troops were landcd 
at aerodromes near Oslo and Stavanger. 

The German attack came as a surprise and all the invaded towns along 
the coast were captured according to plan with only slight losses, In 
the Oslofjord, however, the cruiser "Dluchex", carrying General Engelbrecht 
and parts of his division, technical staffs and specialists who were to 
take over the control of Oslo, was sunk. The plan to capture the King and 
members of the Government and Parliament failed in spite of the surprise of 
the attack, resistance was organised throughout the country. 

When the military resistance ceased 10th June 1940 the King and his 
Government were thus in a position to leave Norway and continue the war 


against Germany from outside the country,

Quisling, deserved serious political attention. This was 
a fighting political GTOUP, poS2:5200 by the idea of a Croater 


Germanic Community. Naturally all ruling powers werc hostile 
and attempted to prevent, by any means, its success among the 
population. The Bureau muintained constant lisison with 
Quisling and attentively observed the attacks he conducted 
With tenacious energy on the middle class which hag bcen taker 
in tow by the Eng ish. From the beginning it appeorcd probsite 
that without revolutionary events, which woul? stir the 
population from their former attitude no successful progress 
of Nasjonal Samling was to be expected. During the winter 
1958/1939, Quisling was privately visited by a member of the 
Bureau.
